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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

a. Species I: directed toward a method of forming a ruthenium electrode layer by 
annealing the rough-surface ruthenium layer in an oxidizing ambient to form passivated 
ruthenium (Claims 1-15, 19, 30, 32, 33, 41, 42 and 66-70). 

b. Species II: directed toward a method of forming a ruthenium electrode layer with a 
grain size of at least 100 angstroms by heating the ruthenium oxide in a non-oxidizing ambient 
(Claims 20-29). 

c. Species HI: directed toward a method of forming a ruthenium capacitor electrode by 
converting the ruthenium oxide to ruthenium to produce a discontinuous layer (Claims 3 1 and 
34-40). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.

In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
